$1.99 is the new tax rate for 
Albany as approved by the City 
Council, July 24. The new rate 
for 1972-73 is a raise of 25 cents 
over last year’s $1.74. 

In discussion over the budget, 
Councilman Richard Clark reit- 
erated ‘his desire that $15,000 be 
set aside for open space acquisi- 
tion in the budget. The budget 


as approved has the money exist-| 


ing in an ‘‘open, rather than ear- 
marked” position, according to 
Councilman Hubert Call, and this 
makes it more “flexible.’’ Coun- 
cilman Clark’s move to amend 
the budget to name in the budget 
these funds for open space acqui- 
sition specifically, died for lack 
of a second. 

Clark reasoned that if the op- 
portunity should come up for 
matching State or Federal funds 
for such open space acquisition, 
then local funds would be as- 
sured, Councilman George Hein, 
who is also Finance Chairman, 
said ‘“That I am not confident of 
Councilman Clark's reasoning, 
and if the question Gi iiutching 
funds does come up then we can 
come up with the money.”

The retainment of Albany Hill 
as open space or its development 
for tax revenue is a topic: of ut- 
most importance to Albany citi- 
zens at this time. 

In a report prepared for the 
proposed Interstate General De- 
velopment project, Environment- 
al Impact Planning Corporation | 
dealt with the environmental pros 
and cons of this project, 


According to the report, 
“Twelve acres of rather undis- 


tinguished open space land and} 
the alteration of a scenic open 
space landmark (Albany Hill) 
will be the principal resource 
casualties of the proposed devel- 
opment.” The report then goes| 
on to state that in the 1985 Gen-| 
eral Plan of Albany the entire| 
area was to be given over to 
high density housing with the | 
exception of the very crest. Says 
the report, “‘The resource com- 
mitment then would be signifi- 
cantly less under this proposed 
project than the kind of wall-to- 
wall sprawl that might have 
taken place had the entire site| 
been developed into medium rise 
residential structures.” 

One alternative plan discussed 
by the environmentalists’ report} 
is that the area be left in perma- 
nent open space, necessitating, | 
nowever, that the site be pur- | 
ciiased either by the City of Al} 
bany or some other public agen- 
cy, such as the East Bay Re- 
gional Park District. The report| 
states in conclusion that “Offi- 
cials of these two agencies indi- 
cate that they do not have the 
funds available for acquisition of 
this property, and public pur- 
chase therefore appears unlike- 
ly.” 

Of other plans, the report says 
“Many alternatives for 
lower density development couid 
be considered; however, they all 
appear to have two major flaws 
in that a) they are not econom- | 
ically viable and b) they would 
need to utilize the total project 
area and thus irreversibly and 
irretrievably commit the open 
space resource which would un- 
der the proposed development, be | 
retained.” 

The report deals with the en- 
vironmental impact of the pro- 
ject on the surrounding area. Con- |

cerning aesthetic impact, ‘The 
constuction of 20 high rise tow- |

Of all the factors of environ- 
mental concern, perhaps, the on- 
ly major one is that “The site is 
located about one mile from the 
Hayward and two miles from 
the San Pablo fault.” The risk 
of damage for the larger portion 
of the project is ‘‘minimized’’ be- 
cause “the structures will be 
placed directly onto the basically 
firm Franciscan bedrock. How- 
ever, the northwesterly corner of 
the site, which is relatively level, 
is underlain by fill of variable 
quality and soft and compress- 
ible bay mud deposits.”

THE FUTURE LOOK of Albany Hill?

Interested Albany residents | 
overflowed the Council Chambers 
late last Wednesday afternoon, to 
hear plans for a project that| 
would literally create a ‘‘city| 
within a city” on Albany Hill... 
an urban community that would} 
have a highly favorable impact} 
on this city’s tax base, while still 
preserving 2/3 of the Hill for) 
“open space’’—a community that| 
would also be of major signifi- 
cance to the fuiure residential 
patterns of the whole Bay Area. 

Principal speakers at the meet- 
ing were Robert O’Donnell, plan- | 
ning consultant representing the} 
planning firm of Harman, O’Don-|} 
nell & Henninger Associate of| 
Denver, Colorado, and Harry C.| 
Hallenbeck from the Oakland 
architectural firm of Goetz, Hal- 
lenbeck & Goetz, designers of the 
project. 

Hallenbeck informed the audi-| 
ence that the design had been} 
guided most strongly by response | 
to environmental! concerns, visual 
impact, and the need to preserve 
the Hill’s most important ‘‘open 
space.” He explained that pri- 
vate development on the Hill had 
been slowed by the excessive 
costs of small projects on its dif-| 
ficult slopes. He further noted} 
that the best potential for a large | 
scale development would be the | 
total concept of a coordinated de- | 
velopment such as this, at the | 
westerly base of the Hill, which | 
would preserve and enhance the | 
natural wooded slopes and open 
space — a development which| 
would achieve an overall feeling 
of quality, blending the man- 
made facilities with the natural 
setting, while eliminating the 
“housing project” image often 
the result of large scale develop- 
ments. | 

The plan, as presented, would} 
consist of 2,500 dwelling units to| 
be constructed on a 12-acre tri-| 
angular area at the base of Al- 
bany Hill, fronting on Pierce} 
Street and edged by Cerrito 
Creek. The units would include} 
2,320 studio, and two bed-| 
room apartments and 180 two} 
and three bedroom townhouses. | 
These units would be clustered in| 
buildings from two to 25 stories 
in height, constructed on a land- 
scaped plaza. The sculpture of | 
varying building heights and lo- 
cations would provide an overall 
texture to the plan, thus achiev-| 
ing a unity to the development 
and enhancing the uniqueness of | 
the site. 

Recreational features to specif- 
ically serve the residents of the 
project would include tennis 
courts, swimming pools, handball 
courts, sauna baths, etc., within 
the project boundaries.

‘Dial-a-Ride" 
Experiment 


Door-to-door transportation that 
can be summoned ‘by a phone 
call will be explored by AC Tran- 
sit to attract more people to bus 
riding—and to help meet the 
needs of groups with limited mo- 
bility. 

If the Dial-a-Ride concept is 
inaugurated in an East Bay area, 
small, maneuverable vehicles 
would be available to provide a 
high degree of convenience to 
people who now are using auto- 
mobiles, 

The service stresses flexibility 
in routes and hours of operation 
—a major reason given by high 
mobility groups for shunning use 
of the bus for urban travel. 

At the same time, Dial-a-Ride 
would provide service for those 
with limited mobility—the elder- 
ly, the young, the handicapped, 
the non-driver and those without 
access to a car. 

General Manager Alan L, Bing- 
ham, who has proposed the East 
Bay as a transit laboratory to 
explore different modes of trav- 
el, was authorized by the AC 
Transit board of directors at a 
meeting July 12, to take steps to 
secure a study grant to select a 
specific geographic 
such a system. 

Bingham proposed seeking a 
minimum two-thirds grant from 
the Urban Mass Transportation 
Administration to fund the tech- 
nical study necessary to prepare 
a preliminary design for the sys- 
tem. 

The study would be made un- 
der the direction of the Metro- 
politan Transportation Commis- 
sion and would be tied in with 
an existing AC Transit-BART co-, 
ordination project.

‘Udall, former Interior Secretary 
and now, head of “Overview,” the 
environmental: planning. firm: pro- 
ducing EBRPD's 20-year’ master 
plan, gave to Park Distriet Di- 
rectors as he presented his first 
informal progress. report. He 


he began and ended his report. 

“The best investment cities and 
urban’ areas have made are in 
amenities such ag parks,” he 
added, 

Completion of the master plan | 
is a requirement which must be 
fulfilled before EBRPD will be 
eligible for its full 10-cent phased 
tax increase and Udall sugested 
that the Park District might wish 
to consider seeking a bond issue 
to provide prompt financing as 
a weapon to beat inflation, 

“If you want to go the bond 
issue route,” he explained, “there 
are new methods and techniques 
available to ‘stretch’ your. tax dol- 
lar. 

“Purchase agreements can be 
made immediately, thus fixing 
a price and avoiding escalation. 
You can pay over a period of 
time when you have a party. in- 
terested in that.” 

The-Park District, Udall said, 
has ‘‘splendid, options to enlarge 
its parks and to acquire new 
ones. You are very fortunate in 
this respect, Some of the rugged 
country hereabouts protects it-| 
self and resists the bulldozers.”’ 

“Overview,” Udall explained, 
will be providing the EBRPD Di- 
rectors with guidelines which will 
be useful in setting priorities in| 
land and water acquisitions. 

In Udall’s opinion, of the na- 
tion’s major urban areas, “if you 
set out to make a list, the East 
Bay Region must rank among) 
the first two or three if it doesn’t 
rank first.” 

Discussing an aerial] tour of | 
the two-county Park District area 
he made that morning, Udall ob- 
served that “it opened my eyes 
and sharpened by view of what) 
you have accomplished and what, 
potentially, can be accomplished. 

“The East Bay Regional Park | 
District is somewhat unique in| 
this country and I know urban) 
Ameri ica well. 

“No organization which has 
the kind of mandate and» broad 
scope which this organization has 
had for the past 38 years can fall 
into any other category. This is| 
evident when one flies around the | 
region as I did and sees’ the con- | 
servation: work that has been 
done.” 

Udall saw new. sources of. fed-| 
eral funding for the Park District | 
in the offing as the emphasis on| 
the private automobile slows | 
down.

Udall] emphasized that “Over- 
view” is sfill in the ‘‘study stage” 
in its planning and ‘‘we would be 
very foolish if we didn’t do a lot 
of listening to the best ideas. We 
are going to try very hard to be 
open-minded.” 

He praised the role that the 
“Citizens Task Force” of 83 will 
play in the planning input and 
pledged close liaison both with 
the Committee and the EBRPD 
Board. 

Udall compared the park plan- 
ning efforts of Chicago with 
those of EBRPD* and commented, 
“They made a good start around 
the turn of the century and then 
sat back and rested on their oars. 
You made a good start, too, back 
in 1934 but now you are coming 
back to have everything re- 
studied and to prepare a master 
plan for the future.”’ 

Recurring to the spending con- 
cept to save the environment now, 
before it is too late, Udall ob- 
served: 

“How much we could do envir- 
onmentally for little if we 
were willing to make immediate 
investments now.” 

The former Secretary 
Interior said he was ‘‘amazed at 
how much relatively unspoiled, 
untouched, superior land” is still 
available in the two-county area 
for potentia] park purposes. 

Citing the fact that parks ac- 
quired by EBRPD 30 and more 
years ago would be worth 
hundred times or more 
amount you paid for them 
day,” Udall concluded: 

“We hope to provide you with
